Several telephone discussions took place within the time period noted above in order to clarify the election of the 
Subgroup per the Restriction Election mailed 07/20/2006 and as presented in Applicant's Response received

granted. After speaking with the inventor, Applicant's representative conveyed that the Subgroup elected for 
examination was Pfu DNA polymerase wild type fused with Sso7d protein.
